Calling The Colts’ Shots 


Carroll Rosenbloom, President 


After three years without a championship 
Carroll Rosenbloom decided that it was time to 
make a coaching change. On the very same day 
that he reluctantly relieved Weeb Ewbank of his 
duties as field boss he appointed one of his 
former players, Don Shula, as the new head 
mentor. Shula personified the type of spirit he 
wanted to permeate his ball club. There was no 
hesitation on Rosenbloom's part. This was his 
man—and he got him. It was typical of his 
operations. He knows what he wants—and he 
gets it. 

Six years were required to bring Baltimore its initial NFL cham- 
pionship—a prize that he had hoped to land in five. While he was 
apologizing for being a year late the Colts were atoning for the slip by 
copping their second successive title in 1959. A near-miss in 1960 and 
out-of-the-money finishes the past two campaigns disturbed and dis- 
appointed the man who craves a championship diet for the fans of 
Baltimore—to whom he has been indebted for their zealous support of 
his team. 

In bringing professional football back to Baltimore in 1953 he 
introduced a grid squad that would not only win the hearts of the home 
city but also capture the imagination of the entire nation—during the 
frantic moments of the ‘58 season. Combining intelligence and his 
zest for perfection, he constructed a NFL colossus from a tattered 
scrap pile of players. His efforts have not been unappreciated. 

A former University of Pennsylvania gridder, he still plays every 
game with his boys out on the field—ecstatic in victory and suffering in 
defeat. He has had and still has many other successful business ventures 
in addition to the Colts. This multiplicity of chores keeps Baltimorean 
Rosenbloom hopping between his home city, New York City and Mar- 


gate, N. J. He is married to the former Velma Anderson and has 
three children—Dan, Steve and Susie. 





Don Kellett, Executive Vice-President 


Running the Steeds for Carroll Rosenbloom is Don Kellett’s job, 
and has been since the franchise came to Baltimore, slightly the worse 
for wear, in 1953. That he’s accomplished all that could have been 
expected of him is evident from the club's development from the

league's depths to the elite, both in performance 
and gate appeal. A gifted speaker and ad- 
ministrator, Kellett's done a masterful public 
relations job in Baltimore. There are precious few 
questions for which he cannot immediately produce 
the correct answer. Whether signing players to 
contracts, helping to set up various types of trans- 
actions for the club or even scouting college talent 
—he's never been less than a highly valuable 
asset to the organization. 

A football, baseball and basketball whiz at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Don also took a whirl at pro baseball before embarking . 
on a career that included coaching college football and basketball, 
sportscasting and television administration prior to his present assign- 
ment in Baltimore. The redhead from Brooklyn, N. Y. is married to 
the former Dorothea L. Tevis and has two daughters, Dee and Dona, 
who are married.

Zanvyl Krieger, a graduate of Baltimore City College, Johns 
Hopkins University and Harvard Law School, is a Baltimore attorney 
and also the treasurer of the baseball Orioles. 

A very active legal counsel is attorney William D. Macmillan. 
He’s been involved in many matters of law, both for the Colts and the 
NFL. The club’s secretary is Thomas Mullan, a prominent Maryland 
contractor and builder who also serves on the Orioles’ board.

The New Chief Of Staff 


Don Shula, Head Coach 


On last January 8th Don Shula became the Colts’ third coach since 
the team returned to Baltimore in 1953. He succeeded Weeb Ewbank 
after the latter had served for nine years and compiled a 59-52-] 
league record. A former Colts player, he brings plenty of fire and 
youthful enthusiasm to his new job. As a Detroit assistant he was touted 
as "a holler guy’’ who wouldn't hesitate fo let his players know when 
they made a mistake. He might roar at a few Colts, too, 
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The 33-year-old Shula’s pro credentials in- 
clude seven seasons as a player—primarily as a 
‘defensive back—breaking in with Cleveland in 
1951 after a brilliant offensive and defensive 
career at John Carroll. He joined the Colts two 
years later in that mammoth 15-player deal with 
the Browns. Don concluded his playing days with 
Washington in 1957. 

The following year he embarked upon his 
De coaching career, drilling the defensive backs and 

offensive receivers under Dick Voris at Virginia. 
_ Then he moved on to Kentucky in 1959 to handle the offensive backs 
for Blanton Collier. In 1960 he assumed command of the Detroit 
Lions’ overall defense for George Wilson, being instrumental in the 
development of what many considered to be the league’s toughest unit. 

Throughout his NFL playing days he was frequently regarded as a 
“coach on the field.” He was hailed as a brainy type who was 
destined for a bright future as a grid tutor. Now, perhaps earlier 
than he had ever anticipated, he gets a shot at the top job. To help 
him accomplish the task he rehired three assistants from the Ewbank 
regime—Charlie Winner, Don McCafferty and John Sandusky—added 
a pair of playing aides in Gino Marchetti and Bill Pellington, and took 
on former Colts’ star Jim Mutscheller. 

A native of Painesville, Ohio, Don has moved his family—which 
includes wife Dorothy and children David, Donna and Sharon Lee— 
from Allen Park, Mich. to Towson, Md. 





Charles Winner, Defensive Coach 


Last season was Charlie’s ninth with the Colts 
—his eighth as boss of the defensive secondary 
after a year as end coach. Now he has overall 
supervision of the team’s defense, with special 
emphasis on the backs. He will continue to man 
the phones in the press box during games. 

Since the retirement of several key backs a 
few years ago Charlie has been endeavoring to 
rebuild a deep defense the equal of those that 
were the scourge of the circuit during the 1958-59 
championship campaigns when a total of 75 
passes were intercepted in 24 games. A tireless worker, he has 
devised a variety of his own drills for his backfield candidates. 

An ex-Washington (Mo.) University halfback, Charlie also got 
started as a coach at the same school, directing the freshmen in 1949. 








After that he served as an assistant at Case Tech for four years, while 
also scouting personnel for the Cleveland Browns. Originally from 
Somerville, N. J., he came to Baltimore in 1954 and now lives here 
with his wife Nancy and two daughters. ‘ 


Don McCafferty, Offensive Backfield Coach 


For the past four years Don directed the 
Colts’ ends and scouted future opponents. fhis 
season, under Don Shula, his duties have been 
revised to include the operation of the attacking 
backs. In addition to keeping the ball-carriers, 
passers and blockers functioning in high gear, 
Mac will also continue to work with the receivers. 
He will, however, be relieved of his scouting 
duties since most of this will be accomplished via 
film. It's also expected that he'll pair with Charlie 
Winner on the press box phones. 

A product of Big Ten football, Don was an end at Ohio State 
before moving on to handle the same position for an Army eleven at 
Fort Bragg, then the New York Giants in the NFL in 1946. Following 
his retirement as a player in 1948 he worked for the Cleveland Rec- 
reation Department. A year later he became the end coach at Kent 
State and remained there until 1959, at which time he joined the Colts. 
He resides in Lutherville, Md. with wife June, two sons and two daughters. 





John Sandusky, Offensive Line Coach 


Another coaching shift effected this former 
NFL standout. A top-rated offensive tackle for 
six years with a Cleveland Browns outfit that 
annually copped its Eastern Conference crown, 
John is now back at home with the blockers afte 
guiding the Colts’ defensive forward wall for 
four seasons. He did a fine job with the de- 
fenders and now his mission will be to extract 
more wallop from the offensive bulls. A tough 
taskmaster who's never been reluctant to chew 
out his charges, the big Philadelphian certainly 
figures to be suited to his new assignment. 

John had been an exceptional tackle at Villanova before entering 
the Browns’ fold in 1950. He concluded his active career with the 
Green Bay Packers in 1956. Following two seasons as an assistant 
coach at Villanova he cast his lot with the Colts in 1959. The Sandusky 
family, including wife Ruth, four sons and a daughter, are now estab- 
lished residents of Baltimore. 
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In his 12th NFL campaign something new has 
been added. The mighty Gino is now the foreman 
of the Colts’ defensive line and as such could 
definitely prove even more valuable than he has 
in the past. This veteran of eight Pro Bowls and an 
All-Pro pick for each of the last seven years owns 
the admiration and respect of all of his mates— 
having long served as the team’s captain. He 
has an all-consuming love of football which 
permits him to enjoy even the rigors of pre- 
season drills and the daily practice sessions.

Bill Pellington, Defensive Backfield Coach 


Marchetti and Pellington represent the first 
playing coaches in the Colts’ brief history. Both 
men have been hacked from the same sturdy 
tree. Bill has been calling defensive signals for 
the club and providing invaluable inspiration for 
the troops on the battlefield. He succeeds in 
keeping his mates stoked up to hurl back the 
opposition's attack at any cost. His leadership 
qualities cannot be denied and were never realized 
more than in 1957 when he had to sit out the 
season with a broken arm, 





Jim Mutscheller, Offensive End Coach 


After the 1961 season Jim retired from the 
game in which he had been a standout for eight 
years in a Baltimore uniform—catching 220 
passes for 3,685 yards and 40 touchdowns. Now 
he's returning to the Colts on a part-time basis. 
He'll toil at training camp and be available for 
instruction duties during the regular season, The 
vastly underrated tight end, who blocked as 
effectively as he snared aerials, was a_ nifty 
terminal at Notre Dame before being drafted 
12th by the New York Yanks in 1952. A Marine 
Corps hitch interfered and he reported to the Colts to stay in 1954. 
Jim, who hails from Beaver Falls, Pa., is now 33 years old. 











Keith Molesworth, Personnel Director 

One of the league’s veteran talent scouts, 
Keith is also one of the best, with a keen eye for 
outstanding prospects. On the go much of the 
year, visiting college and service gridirons— 
scouting and signing prospects, he keeps a very 
close watch on the national football scene. As 
a matter of fact, some of his sharpest-eyed scouts 
are those stationed overseas—sending back re- 
ports on service performers who could be of future 
value to the Colts. Molesworth’s is a year-'round 
operation, requiring him to be on the job con- 
stantly, compiling information on players when he’s not actually out 
on the road tracking them down. 

The silver-haired administrator made his debut in pro football 32 
years ago as the Chicago Bears’ quarterback. After a six-year stint 
with the Grizzlies the former Monmouth (Ill.) College standout went on 
to coach the professional Honolulu Warriors, Richmond Rebels and 
Pittsburgh Steelers, and the U. S. Naval Academy. An all-around 
athlete, he also played pro baseball with the International League 
Baltimore Orioles and Syracuse Chiefs. A native of Washington, 
lowa, he now makes his home in Baltimore with wife Doris. 


The Sideline Crew 
Ed Block, Trainer 


Like the expert mechanics who man the pits at the big auto races, 
Eddie and his gang handle the bench on the football field—ready to 
respond to any malfunction. He's often kept players going in the heat 
of battle with a deft repair job, either on the field or on the sidelines. 
Too, he knows his personnel and how they should be treated. A great 
innovator, the witty little fellow from St. Louis has been most successful 
with methods that he himself has devised. His own hand exerciser is 
utilized by many athletes other than the Colts’ gridders. At Kernan’s 
Hospital for Crippled Children in Baltimore, where he serves as assistant 
chief of physical therapy, he tends to many ailing players through- 
out the off-season. One of his added—and more enjoyable—duties 
is that of rousing all hands in the dormitories at training camp. His 
voice can have sleep-shattering impact. Block, who owns B.S. and M.A. 
degrees in physical education from the University of Missouri and 
a Ed.D. degree from Columbia University, is from St. Louis and has 
been with the Colts since 1954. 








Dick Spassoff, Assistant Trainer 


Since 1957 Dick has been attending to those wounded Steeds that 
Block hasn't worked on. He and Eddie make a crack team in all phases 
of the job—complementing each other in every department—as they 
employ the very best in training room equipment. One of Spassoff's 
particular pets is a Sauna bath which was installed during last season 
at his urging. This dry heat bathing proved to have a solid therapeutic 
effect on the aching warriors. The former Olympic gymnast and fencer 
has studied at the George Williams College in Chicago, Wittenberg © 
College and Columbia, and has a B.S. degree in education and a 
M.A. degree in psychology. } 


Fred Schubach, Equipment Manager 


A man of many abilities, Fred has proven that he can handle 
any problem that may arise involving equipment. On the side- 
lines during game action he's usually at his busiest, making corrections 
in equipment and otherwise keeping the combatants properly serviced. 
In the off months Freddie assists in the ticket department and also 
plays for, coaches and schedules games for the Hosses’ basketball 
team. A one-time catcher in the Philadelphia Athletics’ farm system, 
he helped his father handle the Philadelphia Eagles’ equipment before 
coming to Baltimore in 1953, 


The Colts Are Proud Of Their Band 


In 1962, the group's 16th year of operation, the Baltimore 
Colts Marching Band underwent a re-organization that found seven 
officers elected, the Board enlarged and Walter E. Schmidt, Jr., ap- 
pointed the new director. The by-laws were adopted by the entire 
membership at the close of the 1962 football season. The Colts’ 
musicians were first assembled in 1947—their aim to inspire Baltimore's 
A.A.C. team. The Band continued to perform even when the city was 
without a pro football franchise in 1951-52. Of the original roster of 
75 members 14 still remain active spurring on the Steeds. 

Following last year’s reshuffling of personnel the Band now has as 
its elected officers: Dick Schwartz, president; Jack Morgan, vice- 
president; Lee B, Johnson, Jr., treasurer; and George M. Limsky, 
secretary. Other appointees include: Arthur H. Schmersal, assistant 
director; Richard Otto, drum major; Hall J. Tircuit, drill instructor; 
Marge Schmidt, assistant choreographer; Sam Skolnik, public relations;

This is the 15th year of operation for the Associates, who made 
their debut with the Colts of the All-America Conference. The 25- 
member group is directed this year by Sam Silber, chairman; Walter 
Meighan, vice chairman; and Charles Herbert, secretary-treasurer. 
Comprised of Baltimore businessmen who've retained a rabid interest 
in the Colts over the years, the Associates annually undertake such 
tasks as helping to set up the halftime shows, arranging get-togethers 
for the players, cooperating with the club in the staging of Family 
Day at training camp, and conducting, along with Buddies, Inc., a 
citizens’ committee, the highly successful Intra-Squad game. This 
contest, which is waged for the benefit of the Police Boys’ Clubs of 
Baltimore, has attracted a total of 381,263 spectators, 45,9461 of them 
turning out last year. This summer's clash is set for the night of August 3. 


And The Colt Corrals 


Within the past year two new Corrals have been formed and 
others could be acquiring banners soon. The present Corrals and their 
current leaders are: No. 1, Vic Dahle; No. 2, Hurst C. Loudenslager; 
No. 3, Donald Miller; No. 4, Dick Stedding; No. 5, Mort Goldstein; and 
No. 6, Ray Eurich. The inmates of the Maryland State Penitentiary are 
also represented—by Corral No. 954. Corrals 1 through 6 not only 
cheer vigorously for the Colts at home games but also lend their sup- 
port to the club on the road—making frequent excursions during the 
season. Their various projects in the community have benefited a 
number of charities. The Corrals have been a definite part of the 
pro football scene in Baltimore since No. 1 was set up in May, 1957. 


Summer In Westminster 


The Western Maryland College campus in Westminster, Md. has 
served as the Colts’ training base since the club returned to the Na- 
tional Football League in 1953. It affords ideal facilities—the college 
making available to the Colts its dormitories, meeting and recreation 
rooms, locker rooms and training quarters, practice fields and gym- 
nasium—in the event that indoor workouts are necessary. A mere 30 
miles from Baltimore, the site is also fine for those rabid Colts rooters 
who are eager for a preview peek at their favorite gridders. 


Dr. Lowell S. Ensor, the president of Western Maryland College, 
athletic director Bob Waldorf and Byron Rice, who handles the food 
for the mob, annually take wonderful care of the troops in training. 
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Both offensively and defensively the Colts were in top form while whipping the

Unpredictable Action In 1962 


At their best offensively while licking Cleveland and Washington 
and Minnesota to close the campaign, the Colts suffered too many off 
Sundays to climb into title contention in 1962. Strangely, they came 
up with four of their finest efforts in losing two games each to Green 
Bay and Detroit. It remained for the Chicago Bears to rip the Hosses 
to shreds, outgunning them, 92-15, in hanging up a pair of victories. 
Encouragement was provided by a strong finish that featured a 
tough-to-take fourth quarter loss to the Lions and impressive triumphs 
over Washington and Minnesota. Here's how things went: 


Sunday, Sept. 16 Colts 30, Rams 27 (54,796) Home 

Trailing midway through the final period, 27-16, the Colts capital- 
ized on a stolen pass by Andy Nelson and a fumble recovery by Jimmy 
Welch to overhaul the Zeke Bratkowski-led Los Angeles eleven. John 
Unitas, who completed 19 of 35 throws for 245 yards and four scores, 
speared Raymond Berry from 21 yards out for the TD after the first 
break. The Colts’ quarterback fired 14 yards to Jimmy Orr for the 
decisive six points with only 2:32 remaining. Carroll Dale caught six 
of the Brat's bullets for 139 yards. 
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Sunday, Sept 23 Colts 34, Vikings 7 (30,787) Away’ 
The Colts, in registering their initial victory in Minnesota, held a 
20-0 advantage in the fourth quarter before yielding a score. Playing 
the parts of opportunists, the Hosses made the most of two inter- 
ceptions and a recovered fumble to take command early in a fine 
team effort. A steamed-up defensive line pinned former nemesis 
Fran Tarkenton for losses totaling 86 yards. 
Sunday Sept. 30 Lions 29, Colts 20 (57,966) Home 
A tight duel all the way, it remained for a 45-yard scoring sneak 
by Detroit quarterback Milt Plum late in the third period to victimize 
the Colts. The startling maneuver overcame a 20-17 Baltimore edge 
that had been constructed on successive field goals of 38 and 39 yards 
by Dick Bielski. Earlier Plum had pitched to Terry Barr for an 80-yard 
touchdown. The Lions’ signal-caller, though having four tosses inter- 
cepted—two by Don Shinnick, connected on 16 of 30 heaves for 260 
yards and two fallies. 


Sunday, Oct. 7 49ers 21, Colts 13 (54,158) Home 
An off-performance by the Steeds was marked by Unitas being 
limited to two completions for five yards into the fourth period, as the 
Colts lagged, 14-0. Completely dominating the action with their ball 
control tactics, the 49ers benefited chiefly from the torrid line- 
splitting of J. D. Smith, whose 31 carries netted 145 yards, and the 
unerring third down hurling of John Brodie, who hit receivers on 15 of 19 
flips for 143 yards and a TD. A Unitas-inspired rally late in the fray 
was too late to catch the Californians. 
Sunday, Oct. 14 Colts 36, Browns 14 (80,132) Away 
_ Rebounding from the depths of a dismal defeat, the Colts flashed 
their finest attack of the campaign, driving 75, 57 and 99 yards for 
touchdowns the first three times they had possession of the pigskin. At 
that, the battling Browns chopped a 23-0 halftime deficit to 23-14 early 
in the last quarter before the Steeds iced the verdict via a nine-yard 
Unitas to R. C. Owens aerial. Unitas clicked on 18 of 31 pegs for 225 
yards and three touchdowns, while a bruising Baltimore defense checked 
Cleveland's great Jim Brown with 11 yards on 14 hauls. . 
Sunday, Oct. 21 Bears 35, Colts 15 (49,066) Away 
A pair of scoring shots from Unitas to Orr—one for 80 yards— 
and a safety provided the Hosses with a 15-14 lead into the last 
quarter. Then the Bears erupted, with Joe Marconi blasting across 
twice to swing the struggle their way. The Grizzlies pounced on a pair 
of Baltimore fumbles and swiped three passes to set up an offense that 
was spearheaded by Billy Wade's 13 completions in 26 attempts for 
318 yards and three touchdowns. Orr's seven receptions produced

' Sunday, Oct. 28 Packers 17, Colts 6 (57,966) Home 
A mighty effort by the Colts that came to an unfortunate end when 
Ray Nitschke intercepted Lamar McHan’s fourth down pass on the 
Green Bay 19 with seven minutes to play and the Steeds down, 10-6. 
Lenny Moore, making his seasonal debut as a regular, paced his mates 
with 18 rushes for 80 yards and four catches for 36 yards. Although 
losing, the Colts reeled off 71 offensive plays to the Packers’ 48 and 
led in total yardage, 309-252, and first downs, 18-14. 
Sunday, Nov. 4 Colts 22, 49ers 3. (44,875) Away 
The defense held sway for most of this encounter as the Colts 
nursed a 5-3 advantage into the third quarter. Dumping the Prospec- 
tors’ three alternating quarterbacks for 45 yards in losses, intercepting 
two aerials and jamming up J. D. Smith with a mere 27 yards for his 1] 
whacks at the line, the Steeds’ defenders were primarily responsible 
for the triumph. Moore, in his second outing, ripped off 95 yards in 16 
trips to spur on the Blue and White attack. 
Sunday, Nov. 11 Colts 14, Rams 2 (39,502) Away 
For the second straight game the Colts shackled the opposition 
without a touchdown. This time only a second period safety spoiled 
their shutout as they gained a West Coast sweep for only the second 
time in their history. Two brilliantly executed ground plays—Moore 
dashing 16 yards and Mark Smolinski jolting nine yards for the touch- 
downs—spelled the difference for the Steeds. 
Sunday, Nov. 18 Packers 17, Colts 13 (38,669) Away 
Another bitter defeat for the Colts to digest. This time they ex- 
celled in everything but the final score—leading in first downs, 19-8, 
and total yardage, 380-116, and offensive plays run, 79-49. The 
key maneuver for the Packers was a 103-yard TD kickoff return by 
Herb Adderley that erased a 3-0 deficit. En route to their conquest 
the NFL champs repulsed the Colts on four slams from the one and on 
three cracks from the two. Tom Moore sprinted 23 yards for the 
winning counter in the fourth period as Jim Taylor was throttled with 
46 yards in 19 rushes. . 
Sunday, Nov. 25 Bears 57, Colts 0 (56,164) Home 
The most horrendous setback in the team’s history. An early 
disabling injury to Gino Marchetti, countless mistakes on both offense and 
defense, and a whirlwind Chicago attack were instrumental in the 
Colts’ demise. The Bears, with Wade at his sharpest—hitting on 23 of 
32 tosses for 328 yards and three touchdowns, rolled up 505 yards 
overall and 27 first downs. As Wade's top target, Angelo Coia 
nabbed six passes for 128 yards and two TDs. 
Sunday, Dec. 2 Lions 21, Colts 14 (53,012) Away 
Again a strong comeback from a poor showing by the Steeds. 
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The Lions reached the end zone—via a one-yard plunge by Tom 
Watkins—the first time they gained possession. Their margin, how- 
ever, was only 7-0 into the final 15 minutes. In a matter of three 
offensive plays Baltimore struck for two touchdowns—Unitas hurling 
five yards to Berry and 50 yards to Orr for the scores that vaulted the 
Colts into a 14-7 lead. EarlMorrall rescued the Lions at this point— 
driving his mates fo two tallies and the victory—consummated with 1:48 
left via Morrall’s 12-yard pass to Nick Pietrosante. 
Saturday, Dec. 8 Colts 34, Redskins 21 (56,964) Home 
Norman Snead threw to Leroy Jackson for 85 yards and a 7-0 
getaway but then Unitas assumed the hero's role, completing 25 of 36 
passes for 367 yards and four touchdowns. Berry pulled down 11 
pitches for 122 yards and Orr clutched six for 133 yards and three 
touchdowns, including one of 59 yards. It was strictly an air duel as 
Snead connected on 18 of 33 attempts for 350 yards and three scores. 
The Colts required a 20-point fourth quarter to snuff out the ‘Skins’ 
21-14 edge. 
Sunday, Dec. 16 Colts 42, Vikings 17 (53,645) Home 
In the hole by 10-7 at halftime, and up by only 14-10 after three 
periods, the Colts exploded for 28 points in the last 15 minutes. Unitas 
drilled Berry, Orr and Moore—for 80 yards, for the telling tallies down 
the stretch. The Steeds piled up a record 576 yards in the air and on 
the ground with Unitas accounting for 385 via 19 completions. Berry's 
eight receptions netted 131 yards. The Vikings’ nifty halfback, Tommy 
Mason, ran brilliantly—his 20 carries stacking up 143 yards.

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Historical Highlights 
December 28, 1946—All-American Football Conference franchise awarded Balti- 
more. 


September 7, 1947—Colts won inaugural game, beating Brooklyn Dodgers, 16-7, 
in Baltimore Stadium. 

December 12, 1948—Colts, playing for Eastern Division title, lost, 28-17, to Buffalo 
Bills in game marked by near riot. 

December 9, 1949—All-America Conference and National League came to 
“peace agreement. 

January 18, 1951—Abraham Watner withdrew Baltimore franchise and was 
voted $50,000 for Colt players by N.F.L. owners. 

December 1, 1952—Newspaper headlines screamed news that Colts would return 
to National League in 1953 with former players of defunct Dallas team, providing 
15,000 season tickets were bought in seven-week period. Report was confirmed two 
days later by Commissioner Bert Bell. 

January 11, 1953—Carroll Rosenbloom became 52 percent owner of new Colts.

December 4, 1954—An 11-yard field goal in last 10 seconds by Gary Kerkorian 
gave Colts first win over Los Angeles Rams, 22-21, and first victory on West Coast. 

October 23, 1955—Baltimore pro record crowd of 51,587 saw Colts, bow to. 
Washington Redskins, 14-13. 

February 4, 1957—Carroll Rosenbloom named president. 

December 1, 1957—Colts captured 4th straight victory, 31-14, over Rams, to 
lead league by a game.

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Rookies Could Be Key To Colts Improvement 


For the first time since perhaps as far back as 1955 the Baltimore 
Colts will be leaning heavily on pro freshmen to supply the impetus 
for a boost up the Western Conference ladder. To oversee this im- 
posing project the club's owner and president, Carroll Rosenbloom, 
called in a former Steed defensive back, Don Shula, to succeed Weeb 
Ewbank as head coach. Shula is inheriting an outfit that outrushed 
(1,601 yards to 1,504), outpassed (3,065 yards to 2,619) and out- 
scored (293 points to 288) its 14 opponents last fall, while splitting 14 
decisions. The Colts, however, were unable to beat Green Bay, Detroit. 
and Chicago in six tries and were humiliated, 57-0, by the Bears. 

Fortunately, skipper Shula is taking command just in time to greet 
a most impressive collection of recruits. Newcomers could break into 
the Hosses’ starting lineups at tackle, tight end and fullback on the 
attack and at tackle and defensive halfback or safety on the defense. 
This would represent quite a departure for a team whose last first-year 
man to debut as an all-the-way regular was defensive halfback Bobby 
Boyd in 1960. 

John Mackey (Syracuse) and Butch Wilson (Alabama) are listed 
as excellent possibilities at either the closed end or fullback posts, 
while Roy Walker (Purdue) is also a strong candidate for the latter 
job, where J. W. Lockett, obtained in a swap with Dallas, will also 
be. Bob Vogel (Ohio State) could oust a veteran from an offensive 
tackle assignment. Defensively, Fred Miller (L.S.U.) and Jerry Logan 
(West Texas State) are making determined bids for the tackle and half- 
back slots, respectively. And crack receiver Willie Richardson 
(Jackson State) could make it as either a flanker or a safetyman. 

There remains a stalwart veteran nucleus around which to build 
a contender. The best a year ago were the team’s two All-Pro selec- 
tions, offensive tackle-guard Jim Parker and defensive end Gino 
Marchetti. It could be that the mammoth Parker will rumble from 
the guard spot again this autumn. Marchetti has acquired added 
responsibilities as defensive line coach. His partner in destruction, 
linebacker Bill Pellington, will also help out as a coach this year. 

The Johnny Unitas to Raymond Berry battery was flourishing as 
last season finished. The danger in this air threat hasn't diminished. 
Halfback Lenny Moore, out of six games with a cracked kneecap in 
1962, should be better adjusted to snagging throws from his tight back 
position. He'll also be flanked more often this year as Shula attempts 
to snap up the offense with some double and triple-wing formations. 
Jimmy Orr, the Colts’ top catcher with 55 receptions for 974 yards, 
continues as the number one flanker. More power and stepped-up 
pass protection are imperative. The kids may have the answers.

BILL BAIRD Halfback 5'10” 175 San Francisco State 

After two years of teaching and coaching Bill decided to take a 
fling at the pro game. The Steeds' staff liked what they saw of him in a 
West Coast workout last autumn and will give him an opportunity to 
stick as a defensive back. He'd been an All-Far Western Conference 
defensive choice as a senior in 1960, when he led State in punt returns 
and interceptions. Although he lacks pro size, he's extremely fast 
and reacts quickly. The Colts signed him as a free agent. Home- 
‘town: Lindsay, Calif. Born: March 1, 1939. 


RAYMOND BERRY End 6'2” 190 $.M.U.. 
A pulled leg muscle prevented Raymond from seeing full-time 
duty last autumn but he finished very strong, picking off 24 passes for 
332 yards in the final 2¥2 games. He thus boosted his eight-year NFL 
totals to 419 catches for 6,217 yards and 44 touchdowns—all Colts 
records for receivers. His 75 receptions in 1961 and 1,298 yards 
gained in 1960 also stand as team marks. His brilliant career was 
threatened in the '6] training camp when he had to undergo an opera- 
tion to repair an ailing knee. But he was back in action in the season's 
third contest. Never especially fast, he’s had to work hard for every- 
thing—combining desire and intelligence to overcome any physical 
shortcomings. He has a spectacular variety of “moves” at his com- 
mand and has outslickered many able defensive backs to make some of 
his key grabs. The Steeds drafted him 20th as a future in 1954.

Although handicapped through most of the season with damaged 
ribs and a balky knee, this classy competitor stuck with it all the way 
in 1962 and didn't fare too badly—leading the team with seven inter- 
ceptions and 163 yards in returns and also setting the pace by recover- 
ing three enemy fumbles.

A real "bear down” athlete, Ordell has progressed a long way 
since first reporting to the Steeds as a lightly regarded 14th draft 
choice in 1954. He’s worked hard and continuously to secure and 
hold onto a starting assignment. A two-year Army hitch and a 
vigorous body-building program paid dividends as he stuck with the 
Colts for keeps in 1957. The blond giant was a reserve for three cam- 
paigns before lining up on the opposite flank from Gino Marchetti in 
1960. He had to sit out the last game of the 1961 season after suffer- 
ing a broken jaw but he’s spent very few minutes on the bench. Braase 
tallied the first touchdown of his pro career last fall when he scooped 
up a Cleveland fumble and scurried 10 yards into the end zone.

A pulled thigh muscle in training camp almost cost bustin’ Bob his 
opportunity to make the club last summer. Fortunately for the pro 
freshman, other Colt backs were being struck down similarly and 
upon recovering he was given a shot at fullback. Later in the cam- 
paign, however, another leg injury idled him for a prolonged period— 
but he did return to finish the season, seeing most of his action on the 
punt and kickoff platoons. Statistically, he lugged the ball twice 
from scrimmage for nine yards and recovered a fumbled enemy 
kickoff. Injuries also curtailed his activities as a college senior after 
impressive sophomore and junior seasons. The Steeds selected him 
tenth as a future in December, 1960.

Signed as a free agent to join in the scrap for the number two 
quarterback assignment, Gary figures to give a fine account of himself, 
judging by his college performances.

—tackling hard and intercepting four passes as a senior. He also led 
his mates by scoring six touchdowns. As a pitcher he completed 98 
of 181 (54.1%) heaves for 1,136 yards and five TDs. In post-season 
activity he fired six-point strikes in both the Blue-Gray and Senior 
Bowl battles. Besides his nifty work on the gridiron he posted an

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BOB DEWALD Fullback 6/1 220 Pittsburgh

A fine receiver, he could 
be tested at end but it’s more likely that he be tried as a defensive 
halfback—with the club's need being more acute at that position. 
Since leaving college he's played a year with an Army team in Europe 
and had a trial with the Cleveland Browns.

TOM GILBURG ___ Tackle-Punter Ga 245 Syracuse 
After a somewhat disappointing start at right tackle last autumn, 
Tom was shifted to the left side of the offensive wall when Jim Parker 
slid over to the guard slot fo fill in for the injured Palmer Pyle. Spelling 
Parker the strapping New Yorker displayed considerable improve- 
ment, indicating that he was more adept blocking to his left than to his 
right. He held down the berth for the last eight games and cer- 
tainly profited from the experience. As a regular, however, his 
punting slipped just a little, from 43 (a team mark) to 41.8 yards per 
boot—but he kicked 57 times, 15 more than as a rookie in 196] 
—and the Colts are no longer scouring the country for a punter. He 
was picked second for 1961 after starring as a tackle and end at 
Syracuse.

86 yards. As a placekicker he clicked on one of three field goal 
attempts and six of nine extra point tries. The Steeds’ number one 
draft choice for 1962 was coming along steadily last fall and should 
be ready to make a solid bid for a defensive backfield role again 
this year. In 1961 he paced the Southeastern Conference with 94 
points.

Rebounding from an early season benching, George closed out 
the campaign in his usual role as the Colts’ starting right tackle on the 
attack. His blocking was strong at the finish and most encouraging to a 
club that frequently had diffculty getting its attack underway in 1962. 
For almost all of his eight seasons in Baltimore he's been regarded as a 
superior downfield blocker and his pass protection has always been 
regarded as top-flight. As a rookie he was tried at both offensive 
guard and defensive end.

It's a rare game from which this nine-year pro does not emerge 
at least slightly the worse for wear but he’s missed very few minutes 
during his illustrious career as a Colt—often playing despite painful 
ailments. The Hosses’ number one right guard since 1955, he’d taken 
a crack at defensive end as a rookie the previous year. In college 
he'd been a highly regarded pass receiver. The Steeds picked him on 
the 16th round of the 1954 draft. Pass protection may be his specialty 
but he's also adept at blasting holes in the opposition’s forward wall.

BILL SAUL Linebacker 6/4” 225 Penn State 
This could be the season that brawling Bill breaks into the regular 
lineup. As a rookie in 1962 he saw infrequent service as a spare line- 
backer but did manage to get in some work as a reserve defensive end 
during the last four outings. However, it’s expected that this raw- 
boned Pennsylvanian will ultimately earn his keep with the Colts as a 
quick-reacting, wide-ranging, solid-socking linebacker. He impressed 
at the position in '62 pre-season scraps and he'll undoubtedly receive a 
thorough shakedown before this autumn’s league encounters. are kicked 
off. With the added experience he could really provide a healthy 
boost for the Steeds’ defense.

The last season was a good one for this rugged defender. Don 
was a tough-to-fool tackler and play-buster in 1962 and the Colts’ 
coaches are hoping that the sometimes erratic performer has found the 
groove for keeps. A middle linebacker at the start of his pro career, 
he’s manned the right corner since 1959—as a starter. As alert as 
ever against the enemy's aerial assaults in 1962, he claimed five 
interceptions—including a late victory-preserving steal at Cleveland.

BILLY RAY SMITH Tackle 6/4” 235 Arkansas 
In his second season as a Baltimore tackle, Billy Ray continued 
to make life miserable for opposing quarterbacks—applying constant 
pressure from his right side of the line. On the light side for a de- 
fensive tackle in the NFL, he makes advantageous use of his fine 
speed—getting the jump on rival blockers and showing excellent 
pursuit. A gambler on defense, he may be fooled a few times but 
most often he'll be in the right spot to jam up an enemy play. The 
Colts obtained Smith from Pittsburgh in a trade for Jackie Simpson 
two years ago. Los Angeles had drafted him third in 1956 but sent 
him to the Steelers in 1958. Before pro football he'd been a 
Golden Gloves boxer. Birthplace: Augusta, Ark. Born: January 
27, 1935. 
MARK SMOLINSKI Fullback 6'0” 222 Wyoming 
Splitting the power back assignment with Joe Perry last fall, Mark 
continued to improve as a pro, hammering away at enemy lines, block- 
ing sharply and displaying ability as a receiver. If he can pick up 
a step in his getaway and smooth out his pass protection he could 
move into and hold a starting job this season. He more than doubled 
his freshman ground yardage output in 1962, grinding out 265 yards 
via 85 hauls to lift his two-year totals to 116 carries for 363 yards— 
plus 22 receptions for 228 yards. The Colts signed the strong, silent 
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ex-Cowboy as a free agent. Birthplace: Alpena, Michigan. Born:

DAN SULLIVAN’ Tackle-Guard 6/3” 250 Boston College 
This rough-hewn Irishman could be inserted either at guard or 
offensive or defensive tackle.

Although 
he was brought along slowly in 1962 the Colts feel that he has a solid 
chance to work his way into a regular role this year as the club gives 
youth a full shot. From the same school that produced former Baltimore 
grid greats Art Donovan and Art Spinney—his line coach as a senior, 
Dan could turn out to be a fitting successor. Certainly no one can 
deny Sully’s desire to crack the starting lineup. The Colts drafted him 
third.

DICK SZYMANSKI Center 6'3” 235 Notre Dame 
In his second year at center since 1955, Dick was tapped for Pro 
Bowl duty last January. He had previously appeared in the classic as 
a pivotman as a rookie after the '55 campaign. There followed, 
however, a tour of Army Service that interrupted his pro play until 
midway through the 1957 season. From that point through 1960 he saw 
fulltime action as a linebacker—intercepting six passes for 39 yards 
and a touchdown. A knee injury sidelined him towards the close of 
the '58 season but he’s been plenty healthy ever since. The blond 
bachelor is a stalwart blocker who may be toiling harder than ever 
in the Don Shula scheme of things this fall. He was a second round 
draft pick despite finishing his college career in a hospital with a 
ruptured spleen.

The slim Texan impressed 
with his ability to streak beyond secondary defenders and to step 
off yardage on kicks—504 on 20 runbacks, and punts—94 on nine 
trips. He gained the odd distinction of netting 111 yards on one catch 
for the campaign—grabbing a 74-yard TD toss vs. Minnesota and dash- 
ing 37 yards with a lateral on the tag end of a flip to R. C. Owens 
against Chicago. In his lone effort as a ball carrier he swept 17 yards 
on a deep reverse. This season he'll again be striving for a flanker 
assignment. Drafted 12th for 1962, he reported to Canada before 
checking into the Colts’ camp last summer. Birthplace: Alpine, Texas.

JOHN UNITAS Quarterback 6'1” 194 Louisville 

After a fluctuating campaign of 12 games—during which his 
throwing was both on and off the target—Johnny really sizzled in the 
last two tests of the season, completing 44 of 70 passes for 752 yards 
and eight touchdowns. For all of '62 he equaled his career high 
completion percentage with a 57.1 accounting. In the win over 
W ashington he connected with 25 tosses for a Colts’ single game record. 
He also strengthened his grip on the following team marks: most 
passes completed, 1,252; most passes attempted, 2,316; most yards 
gained passing, 18,010; and most touchdown passes, 148. The sturdy 
slinger owns a league standard with TD strikes in 47 consecutive games. 
He's twice been named "most valuable player” in the Pro Bowl (1959- 
60) and in championship scuffles (1958-59). In the two title tilts he 
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hit on 44 of 69 pitches (63.8%) for 613 yards and three scores— 
piling up a playoff record of 349 yards in the '58 “sudden death” 
struggle. A superior play-caller, John “runs the show” on the field and 
with improved protection this year could once again prove himself the 
"king of the quarterbacks”. The dislocated middle finger that handi- 
capped him throughout 1961 is no longer a problem and he figures to 
be in slick shooting form this fall. Drafted ninth by Pittsburgh in 1955, 
he was released before that season started and played semi-pro ball 
the rest of the year. The Steeds signed him as a free agent for 1956.
